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I. INTRODUCTION 


This report focuses on Ontario’s international trade perfor- 
mance during 1987. The document also highlights the key 
developments in global trade and economic conditions in 
Ontario’s major export markets that impacted on trade during 
the year. 


The report examines the structure and recent performance of 
Ontario exports and imports on a sectoral and a regional basis. 
This includes an analysis of major exports and imports by 
product, the key Ontario export markets and suppliers, and 
highlights of Ontario’s trade on an industry basis. A detailed 
set of statistical appendices, along with a glossary of terms used 
in the report, is included for reference and further analysis. 


The report also provides a summary of some of the major trade 
policy issues affecting Ontario during 1987 and an overview of 
the Ministry of Industry, Trade and Technology’s efforts in 
promoting Ontario’s exports in regional markets. 


Il. SUMMARY 


World trade volumes rose in 1987, led by growth in trade of 
manufactures and agricultural products. Developing countries 
have shown moderate improvement in their trade perfor- 
mance. At the same time, developed countries have ex- 
perienced a slow-down in their trade growth. Imports into the 
developed countries, however, remained the dominant force in 
world trade expansion. The Pacific Rim countries showed 
strong growth in both export and import volumes. 


Merchandise trade imbalances continued to affect the global 
economic environment with the U.S. trade deficit widening, 
the West German trade surplus growing and Japan’s trade 
surplus declining marginally. International currency fluctua- 
tions also affected the global economy as the U.S. dollar con- 
tinued to depreciate against major western currencies. 


Global output grew at a stable rate of 3.0 per cent in 1987. 
Output in developed countries has grown somewhat more slow- 
ly than in past years while the growth in output of developing 
countries has strengthened. Large disparities in output growth 
between developing and developed countries has remained. 


Debt problems in developing countries have continued to 
dampen growth, despite debt relief and debt restructuring ef- 
forts by lenders. Improved world commodity prices have, 
however, helped developing nation’s terms of trade. 


In the U.S., the growth in export volumes in 1987 more than 
doubled the growth in import volumes. Yet the U.S. current 
account deficit increased by almost 14 per cent to $160.7 bil- 
lion (U.S.). 


Canada’s economy has performed strongly in 1987. Economic 
growth was sustained by strong consumer demand in central 
Canada with a continued boom in the housing market. Im- 
proved world commodity prices accounted for some of the 
growth in export values. Canada’s trade deficit in end products 
continued to grow as imports grew strongly while exports 
declined. Canada’s deficit on trade in services, on the other 
hand, continued to have a negative affect on the current ac- 
count. 


In Ontario, business investment, consumer spending and the 
housing boom led to a 4.7 per cent growth in real output in 
1987. Exports dropped as a result of lower demand for North 
American automobiles. Imports continued to grow in 1987 
due to investment in capital goods and consumer spending. 
The Ontario deficit in high technology goods continued to 
grow, reaching $9.9 billion in 1987. 


Motor vehicles and parts dominated Ontario trade. Ontario’s 
other major export products included office machines, pre- 
cious metals and telecommunications equipment, while its 
other major import products included telecommunications 
equipment, computers and machinery. 


In 1987, Ontario trade continued to focus on the U.S. market, 
though exports to the U.S. dropped, in part due to weakened 
exports of automotive products. Ontario exports to Western 
Europe and the Asia/ Pacific Rim markets improved, however, 
in 1987. Imports, while still dominated by the U.S. as a sup- 
plier, increased significantly from the Asia/Pacific Rim area. 


Ontario’s trade policies during 1987 were affected by two 
major themes; the signing of a proposed bilateral Free Trade 
Agreement by Canada and the United States, and GATT multi- 
lateral trade negotiations (Uruguay Round). In addition, al- 
though most trade is conducted without incident, there have 
been numerous instances where the Ontario government has 
provided assistance to Ontario industries facing trade actions 
against their exports or unfair import competition. 


IT. GLOBAL ENVIRONMENT AND 
INTERNATIONAL TRADE 


GLOBAL TRENDS 


In 1987, world merchandise trade volume rose by 4.0 per cent 
over the previous year. This represents an improvement over 
the 3.5 per cent growth rate, reported in 1986. The value of 
merchandise exports, however, jumped 15.5 per cent to some 
$2.45 trillion (U.S.). This large increase may be explained, in 
part, by the depreciation of the currency of measurement (the 
U.S. dollar), as well as by increases in the world prices of 
petroleum and several other primary commodities. 


Trade volume expansion was led by manufactures, with a 5.0 
per cent increase in 1987, compared to 3.5 per cent in 1986. 
The volume of trade in agricultural products also increased sig- 
nificantly in 1987, while mining products and petroleum 
declined marginally. 


Imports into the developed countries, while growing more 
slowly, remained the strongest force in world trade expansion. 


Export volumes grew most rapidly in developing regions, 
though at slower rates than in previous years. The Pacific Rim 
countries of Hong Kong, South Korea, Singapore and Taiwan 
were most active with their total export and import volumes in- 
creasing by more than 20 per cent. OPEC member countries, 
on the other hand, experienced export and import volumes 


declines in 1987. 


In 1987, merchandise trade imbalances continued to plague 
the global economic environment. The U.S. merchandise 
trade deficit increased by almost $4 billion (U.S.) to $174 bil- 
lion (U.S.) in 1987.

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Meanwhile, the merchandise trade surplus of West Germany 
increased by almost $14 billion (U.S.) to a record high of $66 
billion (U.S.) in 1987. Japan’s merchandise trade surplus 
declined by $3 billion (U.S.), but still remains at $80 billion 
(U.S.), the highest surplus in 1987. 


The U.S. has had to contend with both a rising trade deficit 
and a large federal budget deficit. In 1987, the U.S. managed 
to reduce its budget deficit by $70 billion (U.S.). Its trade 
deficit, however, widened as its dollar exchange rate with 
major trading partners continued to fall. 


Global output increased by 3.0 per cent in 1987, indicating a 
sustained growth momentum. Individual countries’ economic 
growth varied considerably, but growth in developing countries 
has strengthened somewhat, while growth in developed 
countries has weakened. 


Although governments in developed nations have had some 
success in achieving policy objectives such as exchange rate 
stability, inflation control and stimulation of domestic demand, 
there has been little progress achieved in the area of industrial 
restructuring and rationalization. Rigidities in labour markets 
have been particularly troublesome in Western Europe where 
high unemployment and relatively rapid real wage growth have 
constrained economic growth. 


Many developing countries are struggling to repay external 
debts while adjusting to large terms of trade losses experienced 
in recent years (due to dropping prices for exported com- 
modities relative to the prices of imported manufactured 
products). 


Currency fluctuations also affected the global economy in 1987 
with the Japanese Yen and German Deutsche Mark rising sig- 
nificantly against the U.S. dollar. 


The "debt crisis" of the developing countries continued in 1987 
with an 8.5 per cent increase in their total external debt, reach- 
ing $1.2 trillion (U.S.). Debt relief and debt restructuring by 
lenders, however, helped to halt the growth in arrears for many 
heavily indebted countries. 


MAJOR REGIONS 
The United States 


Despite continued economic expansion, the U.S. trade deficit 
widened by nearly $4 billion (U.S.)to $174 billion (U.S.). The 
U.S. dollar continued to depreciate against the currencies of its 
major trading partners (down 14 per cent against the Yen and 
17 per cent against the Deutsche Mark), representing a 
cumulative depreciation of nearly 40 per cent since 1985. The 
U.S. external deficit on its current account increased by $20 bil- 
lion (U.S.) to $160.7 billion (U.S.) or 3.6 per cent of its GNP, 
compared to 3.3 per cent in 1986. Private consumption in the 
U.S. continued to grow more slowly than in previous years, 
from 9 per cent in 1983 to less than 6 per cent in 1987. 


On the positive side, the U.S. managed to reduce its federal 
budget deficit by $70 billion (U.S.) to $151 billion (U.S.), or 
2.4 per cent of its GNP, compared to 3.5 per cent in 1986. The 
volume of U.S. exports increased by 12 per cent in 1987, while 
the volume of imports increased by only 5 per cent. The U.S. 
also kept its inflation rate under control at 3 per cent, and 
edged the unemployment rate down to just over 6 per cent in 
1987 from 7 per cent in 1986. Another reaction to the twin 
deficit problem in the U.S., however, has been an acceleration 
of protectionist sentiment. 


Western Europe 


Slower growth in domestic demand and export volumes, led to 
marginal increases in real output growth for Western Europe 
in 1987. The relative appreciation of Western European cur- 
rencies against the Canadian dollar has had the effect of 
making Canadian products more price competitive with 
European products in international markets. 


The United Kingdom led major Western European economies 
in 1987 with a 4.5 per cent growth in its real GDP, up from 3.2 
per cent growth in 1986. Real output in France and Italy in- 
creased at a marginally higher rate in 1987 over 1986. On the 
other hand, Germany reported only a 1.7 per cent growth in 
real GDP for 1987, down from 2.5 per cent in 1986. 
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Real domestic demand in Germany increased by 3.7 per cent 
in 1986 but only 2.8 per cent in 1987. In Italy, real domestic 
demand increased by 4.5 per cent in 1987, up from the 3.2 per 
cent growth rate of 1986. 


Export volumes increased at a faster rate in 1987 than 1986 for 
the U.K., France and Germany. For example, export volumes 
from the U.K. increased by 3.9 per cent in 1986 and 5.7 per 
cent in 1987. Italy’s export volume grew at a somewhat slower 
pace in 1987 (3.1 per cent), compared to 1986 (3.8 per cent). 


Import volumes to Italy increased at a much faster pace in 
1987 (10.0 per cent), compared to 1986 (2.1 per cent). Import 
volumes to Germany increased by only 5.0 per cent in 1987 
compared to 5.9 per cent in 1986. In France import volumes 
increased by only 6.2 per cent in 1987 compared to 7.1 per cent 
in 1986. 


Germany’s merchandise trade surplus increased in 1987 by $14 
billion (U.S.) to $66 billion (U.S.). France, Italy and the U.K., 
however, all showed increases in their merchandise trade 
deficits in 1987. 


Unemployment rates in Western Europe remained, for the 
most part, unchanged from the high rates reported in 1986. A 
notable exception, however, was the 1 percentage point drop 
in the unemployment rate in the U.K. to 10.4 per cent. 


Asia/Pacific Rim 


Japan’s real GDP grew by 4.2 per cent in 1987, an increase 
over the 2.4 per cent growth rate reported in 1986. Real 
domestic demand increased in 1987 by 5.1 per cent; a 1.1 per- 
centage point increase over the previous year’s rate of growth. 


The Yen appreciated against the U.S. dollar in 1987 by almost 
17 per cent. This represented a 40 per cent appreciation since 
1985. 


Japan’s export volume decreased by about 2.0 per cent in 1987, 
following a 1.3 per cent drop in 1986. Its import volume in- 
creased by 8.3 per cent; a decrease, though, from the 12.5 per 
cent growth rate reported in 1986. 
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Japan’s trade balance surplus declined slightly in 1987 to $80 
billion (U.S.) from $83 billion in 1986. The industrializing 
countries of the Asia/Pacific region, including South Korea, 
Hong Kong, Singapore and Taiwan, reported over 20 per cent 
growth rates for both export and import volumes in 1987. The 
exports from these countries have fared well against Japanese 
competition in third country markets due to the relative ap- 
preciation of the Japanese Yen. These countries have also sig- 
nificantly reduced trade barriers in their countries, opening up 
their import markets. 


In 1987, real output growth in Asian developing countries in- 
creased at the same 6.6 per cent rate recorded in 1985 and 
1986. The price of Asian exports also increased relative to the 
price of their imports. This terms of trade improvement, of 
some 3.7 per cent, followed an 8.0 per cent loss in 1986. 


Latin America and the Caribbean 


Latin America and the Caribbean reported a 2.3 per cent 
growth rate for 1987, down from 4.0 per cent in 1986. Per 
capita income also grew slightly at only 0.1 per cent in 1987, 
compared to 1.7 per cent in 1986. Improved coffee and oil 
prices in 1987 contributed to a 1.2 per cent improvement in the 
region’s terms of trade, following a 1.4 per cent decline in 
1986. Export volumes rose by only 2.6 per cent. Exports of 
manufactures, particularly iron and steel to Japan and en- 
gineering products to North America increased. 


The payment of foreign debt remained a problem in Latin 
America and the Caribbean in 1987, though debt relief granted 
under debt restructuring agreements helped reduce and even 
halt the growth in arrears. Loan repayments made during 
1987, however, declined as a percentage of exports of goods 
and services. Total debt in Latin America and the Caribbean 
grew by almost $20 billion (U.S.) in 1987 to $400 billion (U.S.), 
the highest of all developing regions. 


The Middle East 


The Middle East experienced a one per cent decline in real 
output during 1987. Export volumes were down 1 per cent in 
1987, following an 18 per cent increase in 1986. Import 
volumes were down a further 9.5 per cent, following a 20 per 
cent decline in 1986 and a 14 per cent decline in 1985. The 
region’s terms of trade improved by 22 per cent in 1987, follow- 
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ing a 43 per cent decline in 1986. Strengthening oil prices un- 
doubtedly influenced this increase. 


Africa 


In Africa, real output grew at less than one per cent through 
1987. Per capita GDP actually declined by 1.6 per cent as 
population growth outstripped production increases in 1987. 
Export volumes were down 1.7 per cent, while import volumes 
dropped by 4.8 per cent. 


African foreign loan repayments, as a percentage of exports of 
goods and services, declined in 1987 as total debt increased by 
over $20 billion (U.S.) to $186 billion (U.S.). 


Eastern Europe 


The trade balance of Eastern Europe improved by $12 billion 
(U.S.) to $20 billion (U.S.). Much of the improvement was ac- 
counted for by the U.S.S.R., which increased its trade surplus 
by almost $5 billion (U.S.) to $13 billion (U.S.). The import 
volume of the region declined by one per cent, while the ex- 
port volume increased by only 2.5 per cent. The lower import 
volume in 1987 reflects continued import restrictions and 
foreign debt problems. 
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IV. ECONOMIC ENVIRONMENT AND 
TRADE IN CANADA/ONTARIO 


THE CANADIAN ECONOMY 


The Canadian economy grew by 3.8 per cent during 1987. 
With the exception of the United Kingdom, this rate of expan- 
sion exceeded that of other major industrialized nations, and 
was significantly higher than that of the United States. Growth 
was largely sustained by a healthy rate of consumer spending 
and business investment which, to this point, have proven 
resilient to the October stock market crash. 


Regionally, growth was strongest in central Canada where con- 
sumer and capital spending resulted in significant gains for 
many industrial sectors. Eastern Canada also rebounded, as a 
result of stronger markets for mining and forestry products. In 
the West, economic expansion was hampered by lower agricul- 
tural production throughout 1987. 


Slow activity in the oil and gas sector during the year’s first 
quarter also had a negative impact on the annual rate of expan- 
sion in western Canada. 


Canadian exports increased by 3.8 per cent in 1987 over 1986, 
reaching $125 billion. This growth rate was significantly higher 
than the rate of increase during 1986. At the same time, im- 
ports rose more slowly, posting a 3 per cent gain to reach $116 
billion (Figure 1). As a result, Canada’s annual trade surplus 
increased from $7.8 billion to $8.6 billion during the year. This 
improvement could be explained, in part, by an increase in 
commodity prices and improvements in the exchange rate 
against the U.S. dollar. 


On a product basis, Canadian natural gas exports rose by 28 
per cent during the past calendar year as domestic production 
in the United States declined while demand increased. For 
other major commodities, growth was more moderate, with 
agricultural exports rising by 7 per cent, and exports of end 
products declining more than 2 per cent to $55 billion. 
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New investment in machinery and equipment, as well as in- 
creased consumer spending, contributed to the upsurge in mer- 
chandise imports, especially during the last half of 1987. 
Canada’s imports of end products rose by 2.7 per cent during 
1987, reaching $79 billion. Meanwhile, Canada’s trade deficit 
in end products grew to $24 billion. 


ONTARIO TRADE PERFORMANCE 
Overview 


Ontario’s gross provincial product reached $192 billion during 
1987, expanding in real terms by 4.7 per cent over the previous 
year. The province’s continuing economic boom is largely the 
result of increased consumer and investment spending. 
Residential construction was again the leading sector of 
economic activity, with housing starts exceeding 100,000 during 
the year. Other sectors which expanded rapidly during the 
year included wholesale and retail trade and the province’s 
financial sector. Manufacturing output expanded by 2.7 per 
cent during 1987, which, although moderate, is a significant im- 
provement over the previous year. 
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Export markets are critical to Ontario. Ontario exports ac- 
counted for 35 per cent of gross domestic product compared to 
27 per cent for Canada as a whole. By further comparison, ex- 
ports represent 33 per cent of output in Germany, 26 per cent 
in the United Kingdom, 13 per cent in Japan and only 7 per 
cent in the United States (Figure 2).

Ontario exports declined from $62.6 billion in 1986 to $61.1 bil- 
lion in 1987 mostly due to lower demand for Ontario products 
in the U.S. (Table 1)”. Ontario’s automotive exports to the 
United States alone dropped by over $2 billion. (Table 2). 


Another factor which could have affected Ontario’s decreased 
auto exports was a temporary plant closure in one of the 
province’s major car plants. This was undertaken to modern- 
ize and improve the vehicle assembly line.

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Imports, on the other hand, expanded by over 2 per cent, 
reflecting the strength of Ontario’s economy in terms of both 
consumer expenditure and business investment. Ontario’s 
total imports reached $73.9 billion in 1987. As a result, the 
province’s overall trade deficit widened last year by more than 
$3 billion to $12.7 billion (Figure 3).

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Aside from export revenue loss, due to the reduced automo- 
tive sales, another major contributor to Ontario’s growing 
trade imbalance is its widening deficit in trade of high technol- 
ogy products (Figure 4). High technology goods represented 
over 30 per cent of Ontario’s total imports and expanded by 6.6 
per cent during 1987. Since 1980, imports of high technology 
goods by Ontario have more than doubled, reaching $21.3 bil- 
lion last year. Meanwhile, Ontario exports of high-technology 
goods represented only about 19 per cent of total exports. Al- 
though such exports posted a 7.3 per cent gain during the year, 
the Province’s deficit in this area expanded to $9.9 billion.

Manufactured products comprise a significant component of 
Ontario exports. In 1987, 72 per cent of the province’s export 
sales consisted of end products valued at $44 billion (Table 3). 


The largest contributor to Ontario’s foreign sales by far is the 
automotive industry. Together, automobiles and automobile 
parts exports exceeded $30 billion - almost one-half of 
Ontario’s total exports (Figure 5). Also included among 
Ontario’s leading exports were office machines and equip- 
ment, precious metals and alloys, and telecommunications 
equipment (Table 4).

Ontario’s total merchandise imports during 1987 were $73.7 
billion or 2.4 per cent higher than during 1986. The continuing 
growth in imports reflects the strength of the provincial 
economy as demand for finished goods, capital equipment and 
materials for residential construction remained high. As im- 
ports continued to rise, coincidental with a drop in exports, 
Ontario’s trade deficit expanded further, reaching $12.8 bil- 
lion by the year’s end. 


Manufactured products maintained a high and growing share 
of Ontario’s total imports, accounting for almost 74 per cent 
during 1987. Imports of these goods were close to $55 billion 
during the year. 


It is estimated that close to one half of Canada’s total imports 
are on an intra-firm basis. Foreign subsidiaries in Canada tend 
to purchase product lines and components from their affiliates 
and act as wholesalers to the Canadian market. 


Ontario’s imports cover a much wider range of goods than its 
sales abroad. Though imports of automotive products account 
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for close to 40 per cent of total imports, Ontario also buys 
large volumes of other foreign goods (Figure 6). This includes 
electronic computers, trucks and truck tractors, telecom- 
munications and related equipment, other equipment and 
tools, precious metals and organic chemicals. Together, these 
goods account for an additional 15 per cent of Ontario’s total 
imports (Table 5).

The United States is Ontario’s principal market, accounting for 
87.6 per cent of Ontario’s total foreign sales amounting to $54 
billion in 1987 (Table 6). The drop from the 88.9 per cent 
share recorded in 1986 again reflects lower U.S. demand for 
Ontario motor vehicles. Overall, foreign sales to Western 
European markets continued to expand, increasing by 13 per 
cent to reach $3.3 billion (Figure 7). In the Asia/Pacific Rim 
region, Ontario’s export gains were even more impressive as 
the value of exports increased by almost 35 per cent to reach 
$2 billion. On the negative side, Ontario exports decreased to 
Eastern Europe, Africa, South America and Central America 
(Figure 7).

As shown in figure 8, the United States is also a principal sup- 
plier of Ontario purchases from abroad, accounting for over 80 
per cent of Ontario’s total imports during 1987 (Table 7). Im- 
ports from the U.S. amounted to more than $59 billion during 
the year. Other major suppliers included Western Europe 
($6.4 billion), the Asia/Pacific Rim region ($5.9 billion) and 
Latin America and the Caribbean ($1.9 billion). Developing 
countries in the Pacific Rim and South America continued to 
account for an increasing share of Ontario purchases from 
abroad. In particular, this includes Taiwan, South Korea, 
China, Singapore and Brazil.

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Regional Highlights 
The United States 


The U.S. continues to be a vitally important trade partner to 
Ontario. In 1987, exports to the U.S. amounted to $54 billion, 
while imports were valued at $59.1 billion. In recent years, On- 
tario has become more dependent on the United States as a 
market for exports. Between 1980 and 1987 Ontario exports to 
the U.S. grew at an average annual rate of 13 per cent, com- 
pared to only 1.4 per cent to all other countries. As a result, 
the Ontario economy has become more closely linked and 
therefore more vulnerable to economic developments in the 
United States. 


While Ontario has become more dependent on the U.S. as its 
principal market, it continues to purchase goods from a wider 
number of sources. Between 1980 and 1987, Ontario imports 
from the U.S. expanded at an average annual rate of 9.2 per 
cent. Meanwhile, imports from other countries increased an- 
nually by more than 14 per cent. 


Table 8 and Table 9 show Ontario’s trade with the United 
States, by state and product group. Among the principal 
buyers of Ontario goods in the U.S. market were Michigan, 
New York, Ohio, Illinois, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin. Major 
exports to Michigan included passenger automobiles, trucks, 
automotive parts and motor vehicle engines. Major export to 
New York included passenger automobiles, precious metals, 
trucks and automotive parts. Major exports to Ohio included 
motor vehicle parts, inorganic chemicals, newsprint and 
softwood lumber. 


Ontario purchased import goods mainly from the states of 
Michigan, Ohio, New York, Illinois and California. Major im- 
ports from Michigan included motor vehicle parts, engines and 
auxiliary equipment. Major imports from Ohio included 
motor vehicle parts, coal, motor vehicle engines and trucks. 
Major imports from Illinois included motor vehicle parts and 
electronic computers. Major imports from California included 
electronic computers and parts, telecommunications equip- 
ment, aircraft parts and fresh fruits and vegetables. 
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Western Europe 


Ontario exports to Western Europe expanded by 14 per cent 
or $410,000 in 1987. At $3.3 billion, Western Europe is 
Ontario’s second largest export market (behind the U.S.) ac- 
counting for 5.4 per cent of Ontario’s total exports in 1987. 


On a country basis, the most important markets to Ontario in 
this region are the United Kingdom, West Germany, Belgium- 
Luxembourg, The Netherlands, Switzerland and France (Table 
10). 


End products account for 40 per cent of Ontario’s exports to 
Western Europe with agricultural products and mineral 
products comprising the balance. Ontario’s main exports of 
manufactured goods include chemicals and allied products and 
scientific and professional equipment. 


Imports from Western Europe were valued at $6.4 billion, a3 
per cent increase over 1986. Imports from this region repre- 
sent 8.7 per cent of Ontario’s total. West Germany continued 
to be Ontario’s largest European supplier, accounting for 2.2 
per cent of Ontario’s total imports or $1.6 billion. Other major 
sources of supply include the United Kingdom, Italy and 
France. 


Of the total merchandise imports from Western Europe, $1.3 
billion was accounted for by industrial machinery and parts. 
Other major imports included chemicals and allied products 
and agricultural products, food and beverages (Table 11). 


Asia/Pacific Rim 


Ontario producers made strong gains in the Asia/Pacific region 
in 1987 increasing export sales by almost $418,000, or more 
than 26 per cent. Exports to this region amounted to almost $2 
billion or 3.3 per cent of Ontario’s total exports in 1987. The 
largest markets for Ontario exports to the Asia/Pacific region 
include Japan, Hong Kong, Australia, Taiwan and South Korea 
(Table 12). 


Non-ferrous metals accounted for almost 17 per cent of Ont- 
ario’s total exports to the region in 1987. In value terms, the 
greatest market penetration for Ontario’s other goods oc- 
curred in industrial machinery, agriculture, food and beverages 
and rubber and plastic products. 
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Ontario’s largest supplier of goods in the Asia/Pacific region, 
Japan, accounted for close to half of Ontario imports from the 
region. Ontario’s annual imports from Japan reached $2.7 bil- 
lion last year. Other major suppliers include Taiwan, South 
Korea, Hong Kong and the People’s Republic of China. Ona 
product basis the majority of Ontario’s imports from the region 
are telecommunications and related equipment, automotive 
parts, industrial machinery and apparel. As previously men- 
tioned, an increasing portion of Ontario’s overall imports 
comes from the developing nations. This is reflected in the 
rapid growth in imports during 1987 from Singapore (up 47 per 
cent) Indonesia (up 39 per cent), China (up 39 per cent) and 
South Korea (up 32 per cent). Imports from Japan, on the 
other hand, declined during 1987, by 2 per cent in 1987. 


Latin America and the Caribbean 


Ontario’s exports to this region continued to decline during 
1987. Ontario exported close to $1.1 billion in goods during 
the year but this was down by close to 3 per cent from 1986. 
The region continues to experience major economic and politi- 
cal problems which together with foreign debt accumulation 
tend to restrict potential imports from other countries. 


The most important Latin American markets for Ontario ex- 
ports in 1987 were Mexico, Venezuela, Columbia and Brazil 
(Table 14). 


Ontario’s main exports to Latin America in 1987 included 
automotive parts, industrial machinery and equipment. 


Most of Ontario’s Latin American and Caribbean imports 
came from Mexico, Brazil, Puerto Rico and Uruguay. 
Ontario’s major imports from this region included automotive 
parts, agricultural products, food and beverages, and non- fer- 
rous metals (Table 15). 


The Middle East 


Ontario exports to the Middle East amounted to $407 million 
in 1987, up 4.2 per cent from the previous year. Turkey, 
Saudia Arabia, Israel, Iran and Egypt were the major markets 
in 1987 and they have expanded rapidly over 1986 (Table 16). 
Ontario’s major exports to the region consisted of telecom- 
munications and related equipment and agricultural products. 
Imports from the Middle East were valued at $118 billion in 
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1987, a drop of close to 4 per cent compared to 1986. Major 
suppliers of imports from this region included Israel, Turkey 
and Iran. The main imports from this region were non-metal- 
lic minerals and agricultural products (Table 17). 


Africa 


Exports to African markets declined considerably during 1987, 
falling by more than 18 per cent to $159 million, largely a 
result of the dramatic drop in exports to Kenya (Table 18). Im- 
ports from Africa also declined dramatically from $319 million 
in 1986 to only $91 million in 1987. The bulk of this decline 
was accounted for by a 78 per cent drop in imports from South 
Africa. The drop in South African imports resulted from trade 
sanctions by the government of Canada on the importation of 
fruit and fruit products, as well as minerals and aerospace 
products (Table 19). 


Eastern Europe 


Eastern Europe represents a very small portion of both exports 
and imports for Ontario. Exports to Eastern Europe dropped 
by 61 per cent during 1987, falling to $76 million. Imports 
meanwhile expanded slightly to reach $131 million. Ontario’s 
major markets in the region included Romania and the 
U.S.S.R. while the bulk of imports came from Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Yugoslavia and Hungary (Tables 20 and 21). 


Trade By Industry 


In 1987, 96 per cent of Ontario merchandise exports came 
from manufacturing industries for a total of $59 billion. 


The motor vehicle industry in Ontario dominated exports, ac- 
counting for 30 per cent of total Provincial exports in 1987 or 
some $19 billion. Other important export industries included; 
automotive parts and accessories industries, smelting and refin- 
ing industries, and electronic computers and peripherals 
producers. Together with motor vehicles, these industries ac- 
counted for more than 56 per cent of Ontario’s total exports 
(Table 22). 
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Almost 94 per cent of Ontario’s imports in 1987 came from 
foreign manufacturing industries, amounting to $69 billion. 

On an industry basis, Ontario imported in excess of $10 billion 
in motor vehicles and close to $9 billion in motor vehicle parts 
and accessories during the year. Other major imports included 
electronic computers and peripherals, machinery and equip- 
ment and motor vehicle engines and engine parts. Ontario 
also imported large volumes of capital and technology 
products in order to maintain and improve industrial efficiency 
and productivity. This included construction and mining 
machinery, professional instruments and related products, 
electronic parts and components and industrial organic chemi- 
cals. 
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V. MAJOR TRADE POLICY ISSUES 
FOR ONTARIO 


Ontario’s trade policy environment during 1987 was high- 
lighted by two major themes, the signing of a bilateral free 
trade agreement (FTA) by Canada and the United States and 
the progress of negotiations in the Uruguay Round of multi- 
lateral trade negotiations. In addition, although most trade is 
conducted without incident, there have been numerous instan- 
ces where the Ontario government has provided assistance to 
Ontario industries facing trade actions against their exports or 
unfair import competition. 


THE CANADA-UNITED STATES FREE TRADE AGREE- 
MENT AND ONTARIO’S CONCERNS 


After over 18 months of negotiations, Canada and the United 
States initialed a free trade agreement on December 10, 1987. 
The agreement provides for elimination of all tariffs and some 
non-tariff trade barriers on trade between the two countries 
over the period of ten years. 


At the outset of negotiations, the Ontario government sup- 
ported the objective of seeking to achieve increased and 
secured access to the U.S. market. The broad interests of the 
province in the negotiations were: 


e the potential to reduce U.S. protectionist actions, 
thereby securing access to the U.S. market and ensur- 
ing that Canada remained an attractive place to in- 
vest; 


e enhanced access to U.S. federal and state procure- 
ment to increase market opportunities for competi- 
tive Canadian exporters; reduction of U.S. tariffs in 
specific sectors. 


One of the key issues for Ontario arising during free trade 
negotiations has been the role of the provinces in making 
Canada’s trade policy. The potential impact of a comprehen- 
sive trade agreement on the provincial economy and programs 
compel Ontario to be concerned about the trade policy thrusts 
of the federal government. 


DC 


Prior to the release of the legal text of the Free Trade Agree- 
ment, MITT undertook extensive research to analyze the im- 
pact of FTA on the provincial industries. 


In addition, consultations were held with industry associations 
to ascertain the interests and concerns of Ontario businesses 
with regard to freer trade with the U.S. These consultations in- 
cluded 43 industry groups representing a full range of their 
members’ interests. 


Ontario’s assessment of the Canada-United States Free Trade 
Agreement has been based on the extent to which U.S. market 
access has been improved, Canadian economic competitive- 
ness promoted, and policy flexibility maintained. However, 
after thorough analysis of the Agreement, Ontario has been un- 
able to support it. On balance, the federal government has 
conceded to the United States more than it has gained. 


Canada’s key objective -- namely to reduce the harassment of 
Canadian exports from the use of trade actions by U.S. in- 
dustry -- was not achieved. Canada made major concessions in 
terms of constraints on federal and provincial governments’ 
ability to develop appropriate economic and social policies to 
meet the needs of its citizens. At the same time, there is no as- 
surance that benefits from U.S. tariff elimination can be fully 
achieved given the retention by the United States of the full 
range of its contingency protection trade laws. 


The new binational panel to which countervailing duty and an- 
tidumping cases will be appealed will make its determination 
of the validity of a decision on the basis of whether U.S. law 
was correctly applied. However, it is the law itself that Canada 
has found most objectionable -- for example, the U.S. subsidy 
definition used in the softwood lumber case. In addition, other 
U.S. trade laws, such as national security, unfair trade and intel- 
lectual property protection, are being increasingly employed 

by U.S. industry as a barrier to imports. These U.S. laws 
remain in effect under the terms of the FTA. 


Negotiations to conclude new rules for antidumping and 
countervail/subsidy put Canada in a very weak negotiating posi- 
tion by virtue of the continued threat of U.S. trade actions. 
Further concessions will be demanded of Canada, including 
severe restraints on federal and provincial subsidy programs. 
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The United States entered into negotiations with Canada to 
solve specific trade disputes, reduce Canadian tariffs, dis- 
mantle Canadian energy and investment rules, and to bring 
into conformity with U.S. philosophy Canadian rules on intel- 
lectual property and subsidies. The United States was largely 
successful in realizing these objectives. 


While Canada achieved relatively little in securing market ac- 
cess to the United States, it made significant concessions to the 
United States in terms of constraints on future policy 
flexibility, for example, in the services and investment areas. 

In energy, the Agreement provides no assurance that Canadian 
needs would take priority over those of the United States. Fur- 
thermore, retaliation is the Agreement’s only ultimate means 
of enforcement. This places the weaker party, Canada, at a 
considerable disadvantage in any bilateral dispute. 


Ontario continues to monitor very closely developments in 
both Canada and the United States to put into effect the 
proposed Free Trade Agreement. 


MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATIONS 


The initial phase of the Uruguay Round of multilateral trade 
negotiations under the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) was well underway in 1987. Talks are 
scheduled to continue until 1990. Fifteen working groups have 
been established to prepare a negotiating framework and the 
preparatory work of most of these groups is nearing comple- 
tion. The issues dealt with by the working groups are sum- 
marized under five general headings: 


i) Market Access: 
e Tariffs and non-tariff barriers are the major focus. 
ii) Agriculture: 


e The key issues include a common measure for es- 
timating distortions caused by subsidies and other 
trade barriers and an equitable schedule for the 
reduction of government support mechanisms. 


iii) New Issues: 


e The inclusion of services, trade related intellectual 
property and trade related investment are major chal- 
lenges. 
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iv) Trade Remedy: 


e Key issues include safeguards, subsidies and dis- 
ciplines on countervailing and dumping actions. 


v) Institutional Issues: 


e There are numerous proposals relating to strengthen- 
ing the GATT dispute settlement mechanism and the 
general functioning of the GATT system. 


In December 1988 a meeting for a midterm review of the 
progress on the GATT negotiations is scheduled to be held in 
Montreal. The midterm review should provide a focus for the 
work of several of the working groups and progress is expected 
in several areas. It is hoped that the Ministers from the GATT 
nations will provide the necessary political impetus for comple- 
tion of the negotiations. 


Ontario is fully supportive of multilateral negotiations and is 
taking an active role in discussions with the federal govern- 
ment, the private sector and other provinces regarding the 
development of the Canadian negotiating position. Industry 
consultations, similar to those conducted for the Canada- 
United States negotiations, are to be undertaken. The provin- 
cial government is currently in the process of developing its 
own work program in order to articulate better Ontario’s inter- 
ests and priorities in the multilateral trade negotiations. 


TRADE IRRITANTS AFFECTING ONTARIO 


During 1987 there were a wide range of trade irritants and 
other issues affecting Ontario trade interests. MITT and other 
government departments have been active in representing the 
export interests of Ontario industry in these disputes. Some of 
the sectors affected by these actions included softwood lum- 
ber, carbon steel, specialty steel, alcoholic beverages, uranium, 
sugar and colour television picture tubes. 


The Ministry was also active in monitoring the possible impact 
on Ontario industry of U.S custom user fees and the U.S. Om- 
nibus Trade legislation and making appropriate submissions to 
the province’s federal counterparts on these issues. 
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VI. MITT’S ROLE IN PROMOTING 
EXPORT GROWTH 


MANDATE 


The broad mandate of the Ontario Ministry of Industry, Trade 
and Technology is to: 


e support income and employment opportunities; 


e provide assistance to the private sector in securing 
new markets, introducing new technologies and ad- 
justing to the changing international economic en- 
vironment; and 


e assist in enhancing the competitiveness of Ontario in- 
dustry through the modernization and broadening of 
Ontario’s industrial base. 


Export Development 


Ontario’s export promotion programs stress the expansion of 
exports of goods and services, with particular emphasis on 
priority markets based on established criteria. Through its 
regional offices around the world, the Ministry helps Ontario 
exporters and entrepreneurs overcome barriers to trade result- 
ing from different business environments and cultures. 


Each office employs specialists who are familiar with in- 
dividual countries and who are engaged in a full calendar of in- 
dustrial and export development activities which reflect the 
Ministry’s priorities. 


The primary focus continues to be the provision of guidance on 
new trends and opportunities for the private sector. This 
strategic intelligence requires in-depth knowledge and under- 
standing of the capabilities of the Ontario business community, 
the needs of foreign markets, and appropriate marketing tech- 
niques. Increasingly, this information is being made available 
to a broader range of Ontario firms. 


The Ministry’s export development efforts are concentrated in 
three main areas: 


. the development of Ontario’s export penetration in 
those markets which have the greatest potential; 


eae 


e increasing the number of clients exporting to those 
regions and identifying their needs for export assis- 
tance; and 


e strengthening links with the Ontario business com- 
munity through increased communications with in- 
dividual companies and industry associations and the 
coordination of activities to address sector-specific 
concerns. 


During 1987-88, MITT conducted over 21,000 consultations, 
hosted 10 incoming trade and investment delegations, and as- 
sisted in the formation of 9 operating consortia. The Ministry 
assistance has resulted in over $450 million in new export sales. 


The selection of priority and secondary markets is an impor- 
tant part of Ontario’s export development strategy. Ontario’s 
priority markets are the United States, Europe, and Japan. 
Secondary markets include Korea, China and India. In addi- 
tion, there are ongoing initiatives to develop new markets in 
other parts of Asia and the Pacific Rim as well as in Latin 
America, the Caribbean, Africa and the Middle East. 


Industrial Development 


The Government of Ontario supports in a variety of ways the 
efforts of the province’s industrial sector to improve its inter- 
national competitiveness. An important element of this 
strategy focuses on foreign investment in the province. Efforts 
to attract foreign investment are concentrated in four main 
areas: 


e giving priority to companies interested in and capable 
of creating skilled jobs in Ontario; 


e encouraging companies to enter into joint ventures 
before considering wholly owned branch plants; 


e attempting to meet the needs of Ontario regions re- 
quiring industrial development; and 


e using a variety of promotional methods, such as ad- 
vertising and investment seminars, to generate invest- 
ment interest in Ontario. 


Traditionally, the United States has provided the lion’s share 
of foreign investment in Ontario, with Europe accounting for 
roughly three-quarters of all non-U.S. investment in the 

province. Although efforts to attract investments from these 
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regions continued in 1987, an increasing focus has been con- 
centrated on attracting investment from other countries, in- 
cluding Japan, South Korea and Hong Kong. Overall, MITT 
has assisted the private sector in recording over $495 million in 
investments during 1987-88. 


The Ministry’s international offices have focussed on encour- 
aging investments in Ontario that have the highest probability 
of success. Selection of these priority countries is based on: 


e leadership in current technology of value to Ontario’s 
economy; 


e ability to support sustained and expanding levels of 
investment in Canada; 


e past levels of investment in Ontario and North 
America; and 


e innovative spirit and likeliness to respond to Ontario 
needs. 


PROGRAMS AND AGENCIES FOR ENHANCING EX- 
PORTS 


Ontario has numerous programs designed to support and assist 
the private sector in marketing its services and products 
around the world. 


The Trade Expansion Fund to Overseas Markets 


An important program provided directly by MITT is the Trade 
Expansion Fund To Overseas Markets. The Fund is designed 
to help manufacturers, trading houses, export marketing con- 
sortia, trade associations and companies offering tradeable ser- 
vices to penetrate new markets. Areas where funding is avail- 
able include: Market Research and Planning for Export; Fol- 
low-up to On-Site Market Assessment; Product Modification 
and Package Design; Merchandising and Promotion; and Ex- 
port Management For Hire. In 1987-88, the Fund provided 
over $600,000 in assistance to more than 80 Ontario companies. 
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Regional Programs 
The United States 


The United States is the largest, closest and most important 
foreign market that exists for Ontario business. The two main 
features of MITT’s thrust in the U.S. market are the promotion 
of investment and technology transfer and the introduction of 
new exporters to a foreign market. 


In 1987, the Ministry reorganized its activities in the U.S. 
market from a geographic basis, which is used in all the other 
market areas, to a sectoral approach. This strategy has im- 
proved the continuity of contact that exists between the 
Ministry’s representatives, the Ontario client base and the US. 
industries, as well as increased the Ministry’s depth of 
knowledge about these export sectors. 


In addition, this strategy has enabled the Ministry to broaden 
the scope of its client base and to improve its programs to as- 
sist in establishing joint ventures and licensing. Complement- 
ing the 13 sectoral divisions are the Ministry’s six regional of- 
fices in the United States, located in Atlanta, Boston, Chicago, 
Dallas, Los Angeles, and New York. 


The MITT program to bring new Ontario exporters to border 
States 1s one of the simplest and most effective programs of- 
fered by the Ministry. At a very low cost, this program 
provides potential exporters, who are often smaller growing 
enterprises, with an understanding of the procedures for 
developing exports in the U.S. market. During 1987-88, the 
Ministry assisted over 180 new exporters, and new export sales 
assisted by MITT reached $313 million. 


A key component of the programs for new exporters is the 
potential for Ontario companies to expand further into other 
countries. Helping first-time exporters to enter the U.S. 
market is an important element in the Ministry’s overall 
strategy to assist Ontario firms in becoming more competitive 
in other markets around the world. 


Europe 
Europe is Ontario’s most significant trading partner after the 


United States. Approximately half of all Ontario exports not 
destined for the United States go to Europe, and Ontario ex- 
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ports are concentrated in the United Kingdom, France, West 
Germany, Italy, Sweden and Switzerland. 


The United Kingdom, being the single largest export market in 
Western Europe, has traditionally been used by Ontario ex- 
porters as a springboard to gain entry to the much larger 
market of the European Community. The economies of Spain 
and Italy tend to be more dependent on foreign technology 
than do the countries of northern Europe, thus creating oppor- 
tunities for higher-value added exports of Ontario goods and 
services. 


The Ministry maintains three regional offices in London, Paris 
and Frankfurt. Specialists in each office, familiar with the lan- 
guages, politics and business environment, are engaged in a 
full calendar of development activities including trade shows, 
investment seminars and one-on-one client contact. During 
1987-88, MITT offices in Europe assisted over 1000 com- 
panies, hosted or organized 39 missions and delegations and 
participated in 20 exhibitions and trade fairs. 


In addition, Western Europe represents Ontario’s single most 
important source of direct investment after the United States. 
Britain, France, West Germany, Switzerland and the Nether- 
lands, in particular, provide up to three-quarters of non-U.S. 
investment in Ontario. Often, this investment takes the form 
of advanced technology transfers which enable Ontario 
manufacturers to compete on a world scale. The region is also 
seen as a prime source of investment for the automotive, 
electronics, machinery, defence and medical/health products 
sectors in the province. 


The growing strength of the West German Mark in recent 
years has exerted considerable influence on that country’s 
trade and investment patterns. German manufacturers that 
had established export niches in North America when the 
Mark was low are now being forced to sustain their market 
share by establishing local manufacturing operations. With ex- 
pectations of continued strength of the German currency over 
the medium term, increased emphasis has been given by MITT 
in promoting foreign investment. 


The Pacific Rim 


For many years, Ontario has been working to develop stronger, 
mutually beneficial economic ties with the countries of the 
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Pacific Rim, many of which are among the fastest growing 
economies in the world. 


Over half of MITT’s staff in the region are locally engaged per- 
sonnel and one third of MITT’s total Canadian staff involved 
in Pacific Rim development are posted in Tokyo, Singapore 
and Seoul. The focus of Ontario’s Pacific Rim offices in 1987 
was to promote increased exports to offset the province’s cur- 
rent trade deficit with the region, to promote foreign invest- 
ment from the region to Ontario, and to encourage technologi- 
cal exchanges through licensing arrangements and joint ven- 
tures. 


Reflecting the increasing importance of Japan’s trade and in- 
vestment with Ontario, the Tokyo office was strengthened in 
1987 with the appointment of a new senior commercial repre- 
sentative tativetativetativetativetativetativetativetativeas well 
as four additional locally engaged staff. An important focus of 
the Tokyo office is identifying opportunities for direct exports 
or exchanges of technology via joint-ventures and licensing in 
high growth industrial sectors in Japan. 


The priority sector for Japanese investment is automotive, 
while the priority sectors for market development include plas- 
tics, advanced technology, medical and dental equipment, 
broadcast equipment and electronic products. During 1987- 
88, MITT assisted in the formation of 5 new operating joint- 
ventures and licencing agreements between Japanese and On- 
tario companies. 


Ontario launched a major initiative to expand trade and invest- 
ment with South Korea with the February 1, 1987 launch of the 
new Seoul office, which is housed in the Canadian Embassy. 
Ontario has identified as high potential export sectors; data 
and telecommunications equipment, instrumentation, automo- 
tive parts, industrial machinery, electronic components, 
software, and broadcasting equipment. Measures taken to en- 
courage Korean investment in Ontario included advertising 
campaigns, an investment seminar and industry association net- 
working. 


In Singapore, MITT’s office covers the countries of South east 
Asia, including Singapore, Malaysia, Indonesia, Philippines, 
Thailand and Brunei. The priority sectors that have been iden- 
tified for trade and investment promotion include energy re- 
lated equipment and services, food processing, defence and 
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security products, materials handling equipment, computer 
software and automotive parts. 


Australia and New Zealand are the only countries in the 
Pacific Rim region covered directly from Ontario rather than 
from an overseas office. Priority sectors identified as provid- 
ing the greatest market potential for Ontario products in this 
region are equipment for; packaging and labelling, the forest 
industry (including services), industrial process control, 
telecommunications, information processing, as well as medi- 
cal devices and geophysical equipment. 


China and South Asia 


In the past several years Ontario has begun to focus its market 
development efforts in China and South Asia. MITT’s 
regional office in Hong Kong serves to identify opportunities 
in the colony itself as well as to coordinate market develop- 
ment efforts in the People’s Republic of China. Hong Kong is 
the principal gateway to a large portion of China’s internation- 
al trade, and by 1987, Hong Kong was China’s second largest 
supplier and China’s most important export market. 


Since the signing of the 1985 Twinning Accord between On- 
tario and Jiangsu, China’s leading manufacturing province, 
there has been considerable economic cooperation between 
the two provinces, including a number of memoranda of under- 
standing and the development of joint ventures. 


In 1987, the Ontario-Jiangsu Science & Technology Centre 
was Officially opened. The Centre serves to identify specific 
Chinese technology requirements and match those needs with 
appropriate Ontario suppliers of technology, equipment and 
services. The services and facilities of the Centre are also 
made available to the provinces adjacent to Jiangsu. 


The South Asia market, primarily the Indian subcontinent, has 
the potential to be a huge market for Ontario companies. 
Recognizing the importance and potential of the Indian 
market, the Ontario government announced the openning of a 
trade office in India in 1988 and will sponsor more missions 
and seminars to encourage trade, joint ventures, technology ex- 
changes and investments. 
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Other Regions 


Ontario relies on a targeted approach in its activities in the 
Latin America/Caribbean and the Middle East/Africa regions. 
Specific countries and sectors are selected that show evidence 
of providing potential opportunities for Ontario exporters. In 
1987, the seven priority countries in Latin America/Caribbean 
were Columbia, Venezuela, Mexico, Trinidad, Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile. Targeted export sectors were telecommunica- 
tions, electrical generation and transmission, food processing, 
mining and forestry equipment, process control, and transpor- 
tation. 


Middle Eastern governments continue to play an important 
role in providing incentives for local investments, which should 
benefit foreign companies in selected manufacturing, agricul- 
tural and service sectors. 


In Africa, chronic economic and developmental problems in- 
hibit significant trade improvement and export opportunities 
for Ontario. Import demand tends to be limited to agriculture 
and government projects and remain closely linked to the 
provision of foreign development assistance. 


The Ontario Development Corporations 


The Ontario Development Corporations (including the On- 
tario Development Corporation, the Northern Ontario 
Development Corporation and the Eastern Ontario Develop- 
ment Corporation) provide financial assistance and advisory 
services to business to stimulate industrial growth, regional 
economic development and employment opportunities in the 
province. 


As part of their mandate, the Development Corporations ad- 
minister the Export Support Program which provides assis- 
tance to Ontario based exporters encountering difficulties in 
financing exports of goods and services. The Program provides 
exporters with a revolving line of short term credit for financ- 
ing export receivables. 


During 1987-88, the ODC responded to over 6300 inquiries 
and counselled over 1400 new clients. The number of loans 
and loan guarantees provided by the Corporation exceeded 
400 for a total of nearly $40 million. 
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Ontario International Corporation 


The Ontario International Corporation is responsible for the 
international marketing of Ontario’s private and public sector 
expertise in business, professional and capital project services. 
The main role of the Corporation is to assist service providers 
such as consulting engineers, architects, contractors, manage- 
ment consultants, mining companies and consortia of service 
and capital good manufactures. 


The Corporation provides financial, management, and market 
development assistance through a number of individual market 
penetration and competitive support programs, including: 


e The International Projects Fund; 


e The Incoming Buyers Program, which introduces 
potential buyers to Ontario sources; 


e Pre-feasibility and Feasibility Studies; 

e Client Market Trips; 

e Student Training and Internships; and 

e Consortia Formation and Continuing Assistance. 


The Corporation also assists foreign governments and private 
companies in making contact with the appropriate Ontario 
public and private expertise required for specific projects. 


In 1987-88, the Corporation sponsored 67 market develop- 
ment trips by staff and clients, hosted 20 incoming delegations, 
assisted in $8 million of product sales, and provided 45 Export 
Success Fund loans. The Incoming Buyers Program served 135 
new clients from 45 countries. 


The Centre for International Business 


In response to an initiative from MITT, the Ontario govern- 
ment announced in April 1987 that funding would be provided 
to establish a Centre for International Business at an Ontario 
university. A provincial grant of $6 million was authorized by 
Cabinet for the establishment of the Centre. 


The goal of establishing the Centre is to provide Ontario with 
a centre of excellence for research, education, consultation, 

and policy advice in international trade, business and market- 
ing. The Centre will provide opportunities for Ontario’s busi- 
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ness and industrial sectors to enhance international trade by 
bringing together the resources of government, universities 
and the private sector. 


The successful proposal to establish the Centre was a joint bid 
from the University of Toronto and York University, which in- 
cluded elements of the Export/Import Development Program 
at Wilfrid Laurier University. MITT is working closely with 
the Ministry of Colleges and Universities to ensure the success- 
ful initiation of the Centre.
